pancy in Rhetorical Expreſſions, which ſometimes 
eing duly weighd, prove either Nonſenſe in 
themſelves, or incoherent with the. reſt of your 
Epiſtle : but if you write to the Unlearned, or 
thoſe of mean Capacities, then muſt your Style be 
- Plain and eafie to be underſtood, leaſt your meaning, 
not being well known, you fail in your ExpeQati- 
on : Ever conſidering that fair Writing, without 
blots or unſeemly daſhes, is beſt acceptable, as gi- 
ving an Invitation to the Eye, and Delight to the 
Mind of the Reader ; nor muſt your Points, of 
whych I ſhall ſpeak hereafter, be omitted. 

n the ſecond place, it is to be conſidered, that 
Letters, if we take them in Reference to what 
they may contain, are, as to their Matters, as I 
have hinted, ſo various, and ſo many, that I ſhall 
. refer you, for plainer demonſtration, to the fol- 

lowing Chapter, and ſo put a- period tg this In- 

ele, which was chiefly inſerted to give an 
inſight into what I offer more material; as the 
ſequel will apparently manifeſt. 
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Uſeful Infirufions altogether neceſſary to be obſerved 
by. thoſe who undertake to Pen or Indite Letters, af- 
z#6r the beſt and exattcſt Manner and Method, groun- 
ard upon # large Treatiſe of Letters of Buſineſs, &c. 
Letters of Advice, Letters of Recommendation, 
Letters of Command , Letters of Exhortation, 
Letters of Congratulation, Letters of Remon» 
ſtrance, Letters of Intreaty, Letters of Counſel, 
Letters of Complaint, Letters of Reproof , Let- 
ters of Excuſe , Letters of Congratulation, and 
Conſolation, Letters of Thanks and Viſit, Letters 
of Aſſiiance, Letters of Merriment, mixed Let- 
ters aud Anſwers, &c. With many other things of 
the like nature. 


' $ I ſaid, - Letters, by reaſon of their different 
7A. Ends and Deſigns, not being altogether t# be 


reduced to one common or Conſtant Standard, I 


ſhall in the beſt wiſe endeavour to ſatisfie the Rea- 
der how, and in what manner they vary, and 
chicfly under theſe Heads or Denominations. 

I.. Letters of Buſineſs are numerous, as being 
the. Truſtees of all the Trading part of Mankind, 
and the ſilent Meflengers of their Afﬀiirs ; nor are 
they leſs uſeful in matters. of State, as having re- 
ference to War and” Peace : With many other 
Things of high concern and moment. 


TE: Subſequent to theſe, I may place thoſe which - 


we- eall Letters of Advice, which we commonly 
anderſtarid by ſuch as-are ſ&nt to- Friends or Cor- 


reſpondents to give them notice of their own Af- 


fairs, or the Aﬀairs of others, whereip ay are 


- concerned, or of which we think they are defirous - 
* to be informed; Of which fort alſo are thoſe of an . 


Indulgent Parent 'to..his.Children, as to the good 
"38." {kt Gar 
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Government-of their Lives, and well Managing 
of their Aﬀairs, &c. And indeed, theſe kind of 
Letters want little flouriſh or preamble to ſet them 
off; for the matter contained therein ought to be 
no more than the plain ſence of the FaQt, and are 
often fent by one Friend to another without be- 
ing required, - in caſe of any Caſualty or Miſchance 
by Water, Sickneſs, Fire, or the like, when the 
Party is abſent from his Dwelling or Eſtate ; and 
are indeed much uſed amongſt Merchants, to give 
their FaQtors, or Correſpondents in other Coun- 
tries, an Account of the Prices of Goods, Cuſtoms, 
and Exchanges that thereby they may regulate 
their Aﬀairs accordingly. 

ITI. Letters. of Recommendation, or Letters Re« 
commendatory, are thoſe that one Friend ſends to 
another, to prefer any- Perſon or Buſineſs ; and 


therein he inſinuates the Honeſty, or, Ability of : 


the -Perſon, and the Employments he i}apable of 
undertaking, and the Reaſon why he recommends 
him, acknowledging what is done to' the Party as 


' done to himſelf, And thus Princes do ro their 


Emvaſſadors, or Miniſters of State, when they 
give them Letters Credential, or of Reccmmens 
dations. Burt'if a Bufineſs be recommended to the 
Care of a Friznd. then there needs no mention to 
be made of the Meſſ:nger that brings the Letter. 
And ſo in other Caſes. 


IV. Al-tter Mandatory, or Commanding, is chief. 


Iy from a Prince to his SubjeQ, a Maſter to a Ser- 
vant, .or 2 Father to his Clilidren, and therein muft 
be expreſ]:4 the Command that is enjoined: and to

waich Obedience is r<quired, without. any Come 


plemental Prologue, And this may be.done fre- 
quently (#{pecially if the . Cafe require.it not) 
without any Reaſon why thoſe Commands are laid ; 
becauſe it is preſumed, the Party, to whom the 
Letter i: fent, is obhged to obey thoſe Cor 1 
and ought not to diſpute them, | 
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V. A Letter Exhortatory, is intended to give 
good Advice or Exhortation, tending to Vertue 
or a good Life; or to exhort the Party to whom 
it as ſent, to refrain fgom lewd Company, or an 
dangerous Undertaking, whether relating to evil 
Purpoſes, diſcommodious Bargains, raſh Aftempts 
in Quarrels, War, or other Matters of the like na- 
ture. And this may be given by any Perſon, who 
tenders the Welfare of the Party, whether there 
be any Obligation incumbent on him ſo to do, or 
not. -Or it may be ( if no Malice lie hid under 
ſpecious Pretences). in caſe a young Gentlewoman 
or any of the Female Sex, be unadviſedly, through 
Love, or teo much Credulity about to caſt her 


# felf .away, by engaging in an unequal, or anun- 


happy Marriage. And in this Caſe roo it muſt 
be conſidered as to the Style, in reſpe& to Di- 


ſtance or Familiarity, according to the Equality, 
or Inequ of the Perſon to whom the Let- 
ter is dire&Qed, &c. as hereafter I ſhall give Di- 
reQtions. 


VI. Conſonant to theſe, are Letters of Remen. 
ftrance, wherein we endeavour to ſhew the Perſon 
offending, the Fault he or ſhe has committed ; as 
alſo, in what they have offended : and in this caſe, 


the better to convince the Offender, it will be con» - 


venient, in mild Terms, to lay down and ſpecifie 
the Offence ſo, that not raiſing in the Party, by a 
rough Reprovement, ſo much of Apger, as may 
dround or overwhelm his reaſonable Conſideration, 
in duly weighing the Truth of juſt Reprehenſion, 
he may be brought to confeſs his Ingratitude, and 
Defe& in betraying his Truſt, or not performing 
his Part, anſwerable to the Rules of Honeſty, Ci- 

vility, or moral Vertue, &c. 
VII. Now there are Letters ſomewhat different 
"© from thoſe TI have mentioned, which are properly 
. Called Letters of Extreaty ; and the Intent of theſe 
"a fn 
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Rules tobe objerv'd in Writing Letters * 7 
I; to requeſt ſome more than ordinary Favour from 
a Friend, Parent, or Superiour, and ought nor 
much to differ, though they may be compiled in 
a more familiar Style, from a Petition, or Letters 
Peticory, and yet *may indeeg. be direQed, as well 
on the behalf of your Friend as your ſelf, in re- 
queſting any thing that is Honeſt, or reaſonable, 
but muſt be penn'd in plain and obligingLanguage; 
and though inan humble Strain, yet not forgetting 
to extol the Bounty, good Nature, and Commiſera- 


tion of the Party ro whom you write; and more- , 


over to urge the neceflity of your Requeſt, and'the 
Advantage you, or your Friend are, in all proba- 
bility, like to gain by it, if granted, &c. 

VIII. Letters of Council, (which indeed are in 
effe& the ſame with thoſe of Aavice,) are either 
given by _— Advice to ſuch as deſire them, or 
{erit ro thoſe that have not required them. As thus, 
The firſt may be from a Lawyer to his Chent, in 
caſe of Important Matters, or Controverſies, &c. 
Or from a Divine to any one that is troubled in 
Mind, by reaſon of any ſcruple or doubt of Con- 
ſcience, &c. And ſo in many the like Caſes : And 
the ſecond may be ſent from a Father to his Son, 
or Daughter, to incourage them in, or diſſwade 


them from ſuch and ſuch Undertakings, and may 


in the like caſe be very ſuitable from one Friend. 
to another. But then it is requiſite before you 
proceed to give your Advice, that you make an 
Apology to excuſe your Inſufficiency, for your un- 
dertaking to give Counſel undeſired ; yet wiſhin 

that what you perſwade being ſtrengthned with” 
Reaſons drawn from Experience and ſound Judg- 
ment, may prove ſucceſsful and advantagious, if 


' allow'd and follow'd; or that otherways you may ob- 


tain a pardon for your Inſufficiency or Preſumption. 
IX. Letters of Complaint, are uſually ſuch as are 
lent to any that has offended us, and yer we are 


,

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willing to forgive, if the Party offending will ac- 
knowledge the Offence, as when I ceme to Exam» 
ples of this kind, I ſhall plainly demonſtrate >Or 

"they may be ſent to a Third Perſon, as to a Father 
to*complain of his Hon ; or to a Maſter, to com- 
plain of the Injuries his Servant has done. Burt in 
all theſe, modeſty and moderation muſt be uſed, by 
which mean you will ſooner mollifie the Offender, 
and gain SatisfaQtion : But if he after this, perſiſt 
in his Obſtinacy then you may juſtly ſead a Letter 

, of Reproof, if not altogether break Friendſhip 
with him, ſeeking by other means your SatisfaQion, 
if any great Injury or Outrage be done you ; but 
not before you have by all fair ways requeſted, 
and demanded Redreſs from the Party himſelf, or 
from thoſe in whoſe JuriſdiQtion he is, &c. 

X. A Letter Reprobatory or of Reproo/, ought to 
be direged to one, who has carried himſelf un- 
gratefully towards you ; notwithſtanding your Di- 
ligence and Induſtry to ſerve and plealure him 
as his Occaſions required : And in this Caſe you may 
with gentle Words firſt begin your Letter ; as, 
Sir, 1 wonder you ſhould ſo forget your ſelf, as to fully 
your Reputation with Ingratitude, thervery Blackeſt of 
Crimes or fo as to injure him who makes it his 
Study to acſere better as your Hands, Surely, if you 
can but call to remembrance your proteſtations of Sacred 
and inviolable Friendſhip, and the many Obligations 


 ® 7 have laid upon you, together with the Zeal with which 


1 ftill ftrive to. convert you to a better underſtanding 
of- your ſelf, and the worth of a good Man, you will 
Moms yeur fading Vertue, and give me cauſe, by a pub» 
lick acknowledgment of your defet# in this kind, to think 
'it proceeded rather from an unwilling overſight, than 
from any. voluntary moroſeneſs, or depravity in Aﬀe- 
tion towards your Friend, &c.

XI. Letters Excuſatory, or of Excuſe, areſuch as 
. are ſent to excuſe a Faulr, DefeQ, mg 
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falſe Accuſation, and are generally written in An- 
fwer to ſome Letter or Charge, wherein the W:i- 
ter muſt either acknowledge the Fault, and confeſs 
himſelf ſorrowful, laying the ſtreſs of the Com- 
miſſion of it, either upon his Imbecility, natural 
Weakneſs and Depravity, or on ſome Over-ſight, 
&c. or denying it, muſt infinuate the miſunder- 
ſtanding, that created the Accuſation through falſe 
Reports, or the like ; and that he hoped well, that 
Credit would not have been ſo lightly given to'Ma-» 
licious and Scandalous Perſons, whoſe main cy 
it is to cteate Diviſions, and ſeparate Friends, by 


undermining their Friendſhip ; but ſtill hopes , 


when Time ſhall bring forth her Off-ſpring Truth, 
to light, thoſe Calumnies will vaniſh, and thoſe 
who gave them birth, be obliged to confeſs, they 
proceeded from an evil Will, to which Honeſty 
and Truth are altogether ſtrangers, &c. | 

XII. Letters of Congratulation, are ſuch wherein 
we expreſs our Joy for the Welfare and happy Suc- 
ceſs of our Friends and Relations, in what manner, 


kind, or ſtation ſoever it befals them ; whether in 


acceſs to an Eſtate, improvement in Trade, or Ad- 
ventures, happy Marriage, Birth of Children, Re- 
covery from Sickneſs, Eſcape from any immingne 
Danger, Advancement to Place, Office or Digni- 
ty, and che like ; and in this-Caſe we muſt expreſs 2 
more than common Joy at the Proſperity of our 
Friends : As.tuus, Dear” Sir, (or, Sweet Madam, if 
to a Woman) The Welcome News of your good Luck, 
or Aaryancement, had no ſooner reach'd my Ears, but 
my Heart was fil d with Joy, expreſſing the real $atis- 
faTion 1t conceived thereat, to a degree that .could not 
be ſurpaſſed, had my own Lot fallen in ſo fair @ Land ;

And then the greatneſs or 
ſmalhefsof the Loſs, or AfiQtion, ought to be con» 
ſidered, and the Words ſuited accordingly ; for if 
the Loſs be great, we muſt infinuate, that we, being 
tonch'd with ſo great Calamity, cannot but yar- 
ticipate with our Friend therein, by condoling his 
Misfortane; and as we ſhared in Joy. ſo we cando 
no leſs in Sorrow ; that ſo the mighty Stream being

- &derately, For as trhe Friends ought to participate 
in Joy, fo in Sorrow ought they to be equal Part- 
ners. Bur if the Cauſe of Grief be not great, you
